The Gettysburg borough council 
which 
has governed 
the 
town’s 
affairs for the last two years looked 
back over its record of a $30,000 re­ 
duction in the borough's debt while 
an extensive street building pro­ 
gram was carried on and decided it 
had done ‘‘a good job.” 
President Ray M. Hoffman, two 
retiring councilmen who on Monday 
evening attended their last regular 
council session and Burgess C. A. 
Heiges took occasion to comment on 
the ‘‘excellent record" of the borough 
fathers before the meeting, one of 
the shortest in a numbers of years, 
adjourned 
Burgess Heiges spoke of the “com- i 
plete harmony" that has marked J 
council deliberations and spoke his 
appreciation of the co-operation and 
support given his office 
President Hoffman stated that he 
believed this council's record “war- j 
rants commendation" 
Paving Program 
Both retiring councilmen 
from 
the first ward, J. Price Oyler and 
William H. Scott, in brief remarks 
attributed much of the success of 
the council to the leadership given 
by President Hoffman. 
Scott de­ 
scribed council's achievements as 
forming "a very excellent record” 
while Mr. Oyler said he believed 
"able successors” will continue to 
keep the borough's business in good 
hands. 
Tile present council laid out and 
built North Fourth street and East 
Lincoln avenue extensions to their 
intersection; 
handled considerable 
expense in improvements at the east 
end of York street in connection 
with the building of the new bridge 
at Rock creek and its approaches, 
and carried on a heavy street and 
alley building and repair program on 
established routes.

New York, Dec. 5 (AP)-—Columbia 
Gas and Electric corporation, the 
utilities system which serves more 
than 1,500 communities through 33 
directly-owned subsidiaries, is about 
to merge 14 of the subsidiaries into 
three large operating units. 
The merger will reduce to 22 the 
number of operating companies, 
simplifying gas and electric dis­ 
tribution in Ohio, Kentucky and 
Pennsylvania. 
Edward Reynolds, president of the 
corporation, said “it is something 
we have been trying to do for the 
last IO years but there were many 
difficulties in the way. It was men­ 
tioned in our plan of integration 
laid before the Securities Exchange 
commission, but not in detail, as 
there still was much to be worked 
out."

On Monday night, a Tass com­ 
munique said Molotoff had told the 
Swedish envoy Moscow did not rec­
